and hechat reads them, may edfily, underſtand them, and if you

them, or if you pleaſe to give mee Penne, Inke and as a I Chali 
write mine own-words my ſclfe, and my name at the bottome of 
them, whereupon diverſcof them wiſhed me to take heed what 1 
did: I tgld them, Gentlemen, I ſpeake notthe words of raſhneſſe, 
or inconfideratenefſ, but of deliberation, having ſomething pon» 


dered upon them before I came toyou, neither doe 1 ſpeak the 
words of ljghtne ſe, as though I would faya thing this houre ; and 
fall from it the next; butl ſpeake that which I wilt Rand to, and 
liveanddye by,. humbly ſabmitring my; body to'your pleaſure: ſo- 
b.inzcommanded to withdraw, Lfaid,Gentlemen;7 humbly crave 
ieave to make one defire more to you, whichis, that you will be 


pleaſed to give me a copy of your Queltion,and mine own Anſwer, 
but it was denied; and ſo [withdrew 1 2 

Now whatiheifue. of all this will be ,;- the Lord :knowes, - for 
my part, / may jultly fay in. the words of-the Prophet Z/ay,chap. 
5.9.14 &c. 7 herefore Judgement 14 turned backward, & Iuftice ſtane 
aeth a farre off: for truth u fallen in the ftreet, and equity cannot en-

Secondly; that 
reparations.omght to be given me for miy Impriſenment, ſufferings ant 
loſſes ſutained by that [legal ſentence, | hk 
But having ſerved their owne turnes of me, 7 never could have 
Juſtice fromthem ſince, though 7 think 7 have been as faithfull a 
{ervantto the Common-weal:has any they ever tmployed, and bid 
defianceto all men in the World, to brand or raxe me w:th unfaith-: 
fulnefſe; and whereas Magna Charta faith, Zuftice and right we will 
deny to none, nor we will deferre tonone, yet have Jawaycied theſe 
foure;years upon them, at great expenfes, and canno: get them ro 
put their own Votes in executiun, and if this be according to Alag- 
na (harta;letthe World judge. © 1.6; 

- Andnow of late 7 have followed them a5ove thete 6 months, 
totheexpence of about 100! ro get aPeritjon read, thar / might 
bave-juftice,,and ſomething cf that which is mine owne , to pay 
my-debts,. and buy me and mine rad, ' and bave mage all the 
friends / could inthe Houle, but as /conc-ive, / have buen Gente 
cd juſtice and Right; and rwo ſeverali times have /Ddeun with thei

could not get-it read in the Houfe z Wherevpon, as one of my laſt 
bopes, I went downe tothe Army upon Munday was a Moneth,

wel, whioformerly had taken compaſlſion on me in my bands, and 
under God, was the principall inſtrument to get. me my liberty 
from my long Captivicy by the Biſhops, I fay I went downe to 
him to get his Letter to ſome of the Members here, to deſire 
them to help forward my buſinefle'; which I accordingly procu- 
ed, and havedelivercd the Originall , and Copies of it to divers 
Members of the Houſe, a true Copy whereof I have ſent you here 
encloſed, and T profefſe, the jonny this Letter was the end of 
my going downe tothe Army , and my journey, going , ſtaying, 
and comming, colt meabout: 101. Divers of my friends of good 
iric there, defiring me toſtaytillthey had ſome ingagement, 
{I mightbe the joyfull 'Mefſenger of good tydings, ro the 
Parliament, they conceiving thereby , that that would beaprinci- 
all ricanes tohelp forward my buſineflerhat 7 was negotiating 
m the Houſe, which was nothing but that 7 might have juſtice, 
and injoy the fullfllingof the Parliaments owne Votes and Ordi- 
naheecs. IL I 
, © Extraordinary hard 7 rode about 150 miles, the way:7 came 
inaſtrange Country, and amongſt many hazards at my owne coſt 
and charges, and broughr up the firſt Letters rhat came from-any 
Officers thar: 7 could heare of, and gave the Houſe a true 
and punQuall Relation of the buſinefſc , wr ay ro wheot mine 
owne evct faw, and at the defireof ſome of the Members, put it 
1n writing, and afterwards 1a Print; and for my recompence, / en- 
joyed nothing but jeares, ſcoffes and abuſes, and that, eminently, 
but what the ground ofall this ſhould: be , 7 know nor,. anleſle it 
be becauſe 7 neither love a Slave ; nor fearc a Tyrant, and upon 
Friday next after my comming home ,. 1 came t9 WeHminfter (1- 
bone my bufinefle, not ſo.mvch as thinking of any thing they 
"vere debating of in the Houſe, my thoughts beingonely of my

{with ſorrow & grief) from the Parliamet,to have expreſſed my ſelf 
4n ſach ad and complaining lines,confidering my thoughts have been 
ſo high of them, that if I bad had ten thouſand lives at the beginning 
of this War, 1 ſhould have ventered them all for them , yea, if ithad 
been to have ſtrip my ſelf to my ſbirt,though I had not left my wife 
and family, wherewnth to have ſubſiſted one koure, becauſe they be= 
.gan and wentonſogallantly in ſuch an impartial) way of Iuſtice, but 
now methinks, 7am at aſtand,ſceing the ſtreame iis turned, and for 
my part, / may cry out withſadnefle of Spirit, it runs with a full cur. 
rent. About 4.yeares agoe, they veted me to have reparations for all 
my ſufferings, withthe cſtates of all my enemies in.their hands by ſe« 
_ queſtrarions, ſaving ſome that (it in both Houſes, and one or two thar 
arcat their homesby their proteion, and yet /cannot get a penny; 
an Ordinance or Declaration they made at the beginning of theſe 
Warrs , that what perſon ſoever ſhould looſeany of their eſtates for 
their reall affeRion to the Parliament,they promiſe tommake them re- 
parations; In their ſervice had 7been, andlike a mansef reſolution, 
advencurcd my life before x was carried priſoner to Oxford, where for 
almoſt a year, with full courage and reſolution, contemn'd no ſmall 
profſers of worldly honour and giory, _— from the King him- 
elf, by the hands of q. ſeverall Lords, andunderwent as many for 
rows I think as was almoſt poſſible for one man to doe, lying ſick a- 
.mongſt other miſcri: 84 or 5 .dayes ſpeechlefle,in the mean time bee 
ig ruined in my eſtate to the value of 6, or 7001, that 7lettbehind 
meat Londen, which 7 can clearly make appear, bur not apenny re- 
eompence have Ihad ro this day. 

_Aftermydeliverance,I iervcd under myL. of Aanchefter,where, 
and with whom I 2dventured my life as freely as any manin the Ar» 
my,and the belt requitall that I got at his hand, was ancarneft endea» 
vour by him to hang me,for taking Ticket Caſtle from the Crvaliers, 
of all whoſe proceedings rowards me 19 that particular, I divers mo- 
neths agoec gave punRuall information under my band to Mr. Ze, 
that was Chayreman for the buſincle betwixt him and Lievrenant 
General]: bur 7can heare nothing of ic , unlefle it be notched upon 
the Tally,to pay.me with an gnweicome & undeſerved requitall, & 
though anderere, fil muſterers,lewd and deboyſt perſons had their 
pay very well by him, yer into "_ debrhe and the State doe ill * 
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that while T was uhder His command about 7ool'and forany thing T. 
" cm perceive,am likely to be paid ar Doowes-4gy in the afternoone, 
thoughthe Aſlociation(as I have bin informed) made very good pay- 
ment to bim, and beſides all this, Mr Prinve writ books, and the 
Parliamentlicenſed them, wherein he preſſeth to haye all thoſe dee 
firoyed and cut in pieces which he [tiles Independants,&c.fora)lthe 
ped ſervices they had done the Kingdom, and poor 1, being almoſt 
overwhelmed in my ſpirit ar the perwall of them, knowing my own; 
ineegrityand uprightnefſe(as aifoall the ret of thoſe he defames )to-
